He recalled that Bu tts was missin g 
ju st abou t the time that a n u mber of 
others met their fate at the han ds of 
this Lu cretia Borgia, an d that as far 
as they kn ew or cou ld learn , he had 
started in the direction of Laporte. 
An other thin g that seemed to clin ch 
the m atter in the min d of Brown was 
that Bu tts drew sev eral hu n dred dol­ 
lars, leav in g part of his mon ey be­ 
hin d, an d that he left withou t ap­ 
prisin g an y on e of where he was go­ 
in g, a most n atu ral thin g for on e to 
do if a woman was con cern ed in the 
^a se. 
The my stery will n ev er be solv ed 
if Bu tts does n ot tu rn u p well an d 
aliv e, for if he fell a v ictim to the 
wiles of the arch-mu rderess, there is 
n othin g that will lead to clearin g u p 
that fact, as all the bodies were dis­ 
posed of in a man n er that iden tifica­ 
tion was almost impossible.

Mitchell, one cf the vice presidents, 
and six m onths for Frank Morrison, 
secretary, all of the American Federa­ 
tion of Labor, was the sentence im­ 
posed by Justice W right of the su­ 
preme court of the District of Colum­ 
bia for contem pt of court in violating j 
an order previously issued enjoining 
them from placing on the “unfair” or 
“W e don’t patronize” list a St. Louis 
stove company. 
All three of the defendants were in 
court when sentence was pronounced, 
and notice of an appeal to the court of 
appeals of the District of Columbia at 
once was filed. Gompers being released 
on $ 5,000 bond; 
Mitchell on $ 4,000, 
and Morrison on $ 3,000. 
In addition 
to the wife and daughter of Gompers, 
there were present a num ber of local 
labor leaders and others who were at­ 
tracted by the notice that a decision 
in the famous ease would be announc­ 
ed. 
Mr. Gom ^ers’s family were visi­ 
bly affected. 
With tears coursing down his own 
cheeks, President Gompers heard the 
order of the court which condemned 
him to prison for a year. 
Both Mitch­ 
ell and Morrison seemed stunned by 
the sentence, although Mitchell ap­ 
peared to be the least concerned. Ask­ 
ed if he had anything to say why sen­ 
tence should not be pronounced, Mr. 
Gompers declared that he had not con­ 
sciously violated any law. 
There was 
much he would like to say, he said, 
but he could not do it at that time. 
He added, however, that “this is a 
struggle of the working people of our 
country, and It is a struggle of the 
working people for the right. 
It is a 
struggle of the ages—a struggle of the 
men of labor to throw’ off some of the 
burdens which have been heaped upon 
them; to abolish some of the wrongs 
and to secure some of the rights too 
long denied.” 
Mitchell and Morrison 
confined 
themselves to an endorse­ 
m ent of what Gompers had said. 
The 
decision 
of 
Justice 
W right, 
w'hich consumed two hours and twenty 
m inutes in reading, was one of the 
most scathing arraignm ents that ever 
came from the bench in this city. 
“Everywhere,” the court said, “all over, 
within the court and out, utter, ram ­ 
pant, insolent defiance is heralded and 
proclaimed; unrefined Insult, coarse af: 
front, vulgar indignity m easures the 
litigants’ conception of the tribunal’s 
due wherein his cause still pends.” 
The law’’s command has been, he 
said, to “Stand! Hands off! until jus­ 
tice for this m atter can be ascertain­ 
ed,” but, he said, there had been a 
studied, determined, defiant conflict, 
“precipitated in the light of open day, 
between the decrees of a tribunal or­ 
dained by the governm ent of the Fed­ 
eral Union, and of the tribunals of 
another federation grown up in the 
land.” 
One or the other, he declared, 
mtist succumb, “for those w’ho would 
unlaw the land are public enemies.” 
W hether 
President 
Roosevelt will 
take any action, as he has been urged 
to do, in telegram s received from dif­ 
ferent labor organizations throughout 
the country in connection with Judge 
W right’s decision, has not been decid­ 
ed, it was stated at the W hite House. 
There 
was 
an 
optimism, 
however, 
that some action might be taken if 
he should be convinced that the sen­ 
tence is unjust, if it should be affirmed 
upon appeal. 
The various labor organizations in 
protesting to the president against the 
sentence urge him to prevent the in­ 
carceration of the labor leaders. 
The

tendencies are apparent
